** charge is tommitted the difpofal of his property, his liberty, 
«© and his life, But fince that can hardly be expeéted: in pet- 
*< fons of indigent fortunes, or fuch as are under the immediate 
«+ dominion-of others, all popular {tates have been obliged to e- 
** ftablith certain qualifications, whereby fume, who are fufpedted 
to have f6 willof their own, are excluded from voting, in 
‘order to fet’ other individuals, whofe will may be feppofed

Such being the principle of our law in 1651, that all elec-
